leadership in world affairs. 
In a letter y esterd ay to Sen. 
Knowland of California, the GOP 
floor leader, E isenhow er said he 
subscribes fully “ to the proposi­ 
tion that no treaty or internation­ 
al agreem ent can contravene the 
Constitution.” Ile would bark an 
am en d m en t to m ak e this clear. 
But the P resident said he was 
“ unalterably opposed” to Brick- 
e r ’s proposal, 
now 
before 
the 
Senate for debate expected to be­ 
gin tom orrow, on the ground that 
“ it would im pair our hopes and 


p lan s for peace and the success­ 
ful achievem ent of the im portant 
m a tte rs now under discussion. 
“ This would include the diver­ 
sion of atom ic ener gy from w a r­ 
like to peaceful purposes.” 
R elease of the P resid en t’s let­ 
te r w as regarded in som e q u a r­ 
te rs as indicating the adm inis­ 
tration has decided it m ust fight 
the issue out in the Senate at 
the risk of splitting the Republi­ 
cans. However, Knowland 
said 
com prom ise attem pts would con­ 
tinue. 


Disputing 
the , P re sid en t’* 
stand, Bricker said his am e n d ­ 
ment would not in any way affect 
negotiations with friendly n a t i o n s 
for m utual defense 
or 
im pede 
E isenhow er’s plan to pool atom ic 
energy resources for peacetim e 
uses. 
“ I have asked for a 
bill 
of 
p articulars on this point and I 
never have received it." Bricker 
said. “ My am en d m en t would not 
in anv w ay, shape or form affect 
negotiations in international af­ 
fairs and in no way would it r e ­ 


strict or interfere with the P re si­ 
dent in the proper conduct of his 


duties.” 
B ricker said 
his 
aim 
is 
to 
w rite into the Constitution w ord­ 
ing “ that will keep the President 
person illy or two thirds of the 
senators from m aking laws for 
the sta tes.” He said this would 
be accom plished by a clause in 
his am en d m em which says 
“ a 
treaty shall becom e effective as 
internal law in the United States 
only through 
legislation 
which 


would be valid in the absence of 
trea ty .” 


It is this language— the “ which 
clause” —at which the adm inis­ 
tration balks. Officials have said 
it would prevent the P resident 
from executing a 
valid 
treaty 
dealing with any m a tte rs such as 
narcotics or divorces which are 
reserved to the states 
by 
the 
Constitution. 
They 
have 
also 
criticized a section to give Con­ 
gress power to “ reg u la te” exec­ 
utive agreem ents. 


b rick er continued; 
“ I don’t w ant to interfere with 
the P resident’s international pow­ 
ers in political affairs— in fact I 
have fought for them . But I don't 
w ant tref ties or executive ag ree­ 
m ents to destroy state govern­ 
ments.

V What is the Bricker amendment 
and what would it do? 
First, the background. The 13 
original states were held together 
by the Articles 
of Confederation 
from 
1781 
until the Constitution 
was adopted in 1789. 
The 
Articles 
of 
Confederation 
gave the states a controlling hand 
in any treaty the central govern­ 
ment might mane with a foreign 
power. There could be no treaty 
® jnless at least line approved. And 
no treaty could interfere with laws 
m ade by the individual states. 
But the Founding Fathers de­ 
cided 
the 
central 
government 
should have full authority in deal­ 
ing with other nations. So they 
said in Article VT of the Constitu­ 
tion-—to which all the states agreed 
—that: 
. . All treaties shall be 
the IU pre tie law' of the land . . . 
-law s of any state to the contrary 
N otw ithstanding.” 
From then until now a treaty 
has become law when approved by 
two 
thirds 
of 
the 
Senate 
and 
signed by the President, whatever 
the states’ views. 
Ever 
since, 
w i t h o u t 
going 
through the formality of a treaty, 
the President and the executive 
branch of the government have 
made 
‘‘executive 
agreem ents,” 
such as tariff pacts and the war- 
* ime Yalta and Potsdam agree­ 
ments, with other governments. 
In reeenf years groups and in­ 
dividuals have expressed fears like 
these: 
This 
government 
might 
make a treaty—meaning the Pres­ 
ident and Senate—with some inter­ 
national organization, such as the 
United Nations, which would over­ 
ride state laws. For instance, on 
racial problems or working hours 
vpr medical care or the trial of per­ 
s o n s accused of crimes. 
There 
was much criticism of 
some 
of 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
agreements, and these groups a r­ 
gue there should be some check. 
They say one man, a president, 
might damage the country or de­ 
liberately resort to the agreement 
device to avoid Senate disapproval 
if he offers a treaty. 
S h o u l d 
the 
Constitution 
be 
-'unended to avoid such possibili­ 
t i e s ? Constitutional lawyers are di­ 
vided. Bricker and the House of 
Delegates of the American 
Bar 
Assn. both proposed amendments. 
The present Bricker am endment is 
closer to the ABA’s language than 
to his original wording. But he 
supports it fully. 
(Before 
any 
such 
a 
could be added to the Constitu­ 
tion two thirds of the Senate and 
House and three fourths of the 
# 8 states’ legislatures would have 
to approve.) 
Two parts of the Bricker am end­ 
ment are causing the most head- , 
ache. 
One say*! ‘‘A treaty shall be­ 
come effective as internal law' in 
the United States only through leg­ 
islation which would be valid in 
the absence of treaty.” 
This has come to be known as 
the “ Which Clause.” 
J. Bricker says nothing would be 
changed by that in the case of a 
treaty involving only this country’s 
international 
relations, 
like 
the 
North Atlantic Pact. Such a treaty 
would still require only a two- 
thirds Senate vote. 
Suppose it was a treaty between 
this country and, say, Britain, and 
involved interstate commerce, re­ 
quiring a law by Congress. Then 
the two-thirds Senate vote on the 


4 eaty would be required, plus a 
majority vote in Senate and House 
on any law needed to put the tre a ­ 
ty into effect. 
But say it was a treaty estab­ 
lishing a uniform period of resi­ 
dence for divorce in all countries. 
In this country now' states have 
the right to make their own divorce 
laws. 
Under the Bricker amendment, 
even though the Senate approved, 
C ’pich a divorce treaty couldn’t go 
Into effect if the states were un­ 
willing to change 
their 
divorce 
laws to conform. 
Eisenhower says this is turning 
the clock back to the 18th century 
Articles of Confederation, giving 
the states veto power over a tre a ­ 
ty. 
Bricker, nevertheless, denies 
this would be veto power. 
The other controversial clause 
says: “ Congress shall have power 
regulate all executive and other 
ageements with any foreign pow­ 
er or international 
organization. 
AU such agreements shall be sub­ 
ject to the limitations imposed on 
treaties by this article.” 
Eisenhower yesterday said the 
am endment “ would so restrict the 
conduct of foreign affairs that our 
country 
could 
not 
negotiate the 
agreements necessary for the han­ 
dling of our business with the rest 
f ! the v\orld.” He said the gov­ 
ernm ent would no longer be above 
the states in handling foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Bricker said “ nothing whatever 
would happen to the President's 
powei 
to make executive agree­ 
ments . . , unless and until Con­ 
gress passe ' * legislation to cover 
them. 
Bricker can’t forecast where, 
how' or when this or any other

T H E R E NEVER WAS a sound unless 
there was an ear to hear it. 
But great 
blessing to mankind as the sense of hear­ 
ing is, subjection to loud and constant 
noise is a burden that two Radio Corpora­ 
tion of America scientists, H arry F. Olson 
and Everett G. May, purpose to ease and 
even prevent. 
They have constructed a device, still in 
primitive form, to turn back the wavelike 
motions of the molecules of the air and 
prevent their striking hum an eardrums. 
Their 
“noise-absorber” 
sends 
out 
air 
movements to nullify those that w o u l d 
create noise by reaching hum an eardrums. 
This invention is not yet ready for indus­ 
trial, much less home. use. But when these 
scientists in the field of acoustics envision 
perfection of their device to the point that 
an individual equipped with one may be 
able to work without din in foundry or boil­ 
er room and that the flight of airplanes in 
the night will not wake sleeping 
t h o u ­ 
sands, who shall say them nay? Perhaps 
nobody who recalls Marconi's dots and 
dashes through the air and across the sea. 
The pocket radio is available; why not 
In years to come the pocket noise-absorb­ 
er? Paterfamilias after a tiring day at the 
office

healthy youngsters’ racket, the blare of ra­ 
dio or the television’s serials. Singing com­ 
mercials need no longer be for him. And 
what a boon just to press a button at a 
banquet and escape all that we-have-with- 
us-tonight business.

THE FOUR-CENT LETTER 
THE TWO-CENT letter became a thing 
of the past nearly 20 years ago and t h e 
three-cent letter is tottering before the as­ 
saults of inflated dollars and mounting 
costs. But Postmaster General Summer­ 
field is not expected to get his four-cent 
letter postage rate at this session of Con­ 
gress. The legislators arc determined 
to 
achieve a record of tax reductions and de­ 
creased cost of government this year. 
Last year Summerfield proposed f o u r- 
cent letter postage and increased air mail 
and second and third class postage rates. 
The proposal would have raised an addi­ 
tional $240,000,000 in revenue and cancelled 
the Post Office deficit. Congress w o u l d 
have none of it. 
By economies and rate raises not re­ 
quiring congressional approval the P o s t 
Office has reduced the postal deficit $135,- 
000,000 in the last six months. Unless there 
is an upturn in the value o f the dollar, let­ 
ter postage will be increased utimately, 
perhaps to five cents.

Some people like the new-fangled t e a 
bags, just as lazy folks go in for instant 
coffee, wrhich irritates my taste buds. The 
I trouble with the tea bags is that I rarely 
, know what is in them. 
The very best way to make tea 
is to 
put as many teaspoons of it as desired into 
a teapot that has been washed freshly 
with hot water, but the inside of which is 
never touched by a washcloth or a towel. 
Nothing could be worse than to let cloth 
touch the inside of a teapot. It leaves a fla- 
I vor. 
After the amount of tea that is needed 
is put into the pot, pour boiling hot water 
on the tea leaves and let it stand until the 
taste and color are satisfactory. A little 
trial and error determine the right amount 
of tea leaves and the time needed for prop­ 
er steeping. Then drink the tea hot. 
I never went in much for iced tea and 
surely not with powdered sugar. That is an 
American abomination like chop suey. All 
I ever taste in iced tea is the ice. The Chi­ 
nese, who invented tea, never drink it cold. I

LOCATING a brain tu m o r once 
It has been diagnosed is no easy | 
task, for the brain is a very co m ­ 
plex organ. It m u st be located, 
however, for surgery is often th e 
best chance of cure. 
A surgeon c a n n o t open th e 
b rain a n d a tte m p t to locate th e 
tu m o r by cutting. Even th e s m a ll­ 
est p a rt of th e brain h a s so m an y 
p ath w a y s th a t can be destroyed 
In this m an n er. S om etim es th e 
tu m o r is detected because th e 
b rain 
surface

ab n o rm a l 
over th e area w here th e tu m o r is. 
However, m an y tu m o rs m a sq u e r­ 
ade so t h a t they c a n n o t be easily j 
discovered.

They will feel that the report of 
the Foreign Economic Policy Com ­ 
mission does not go far enough. It 
proposes only a moderate lowering 
of U. S. tariffs 
Many others feel this goes too 
far. American manufacturers who 
fear the competition here of cheap­ 
ly produced European and Ja p a n ­ 
ese goods would prefer to see high­ 
er tariffs, not lower. 
Still others will command the 
Randall report for two things it 
does: I. Tell Eruope any trade con­ 
cessions here must be accompanied 
by the lowering of their own trade 
barriers 
to American goods.

Tell Europe Americans feel they 
already have contributed enough 
billions of dollars to restoring other 
nations’ industries and m arket posi­ 
tions and that no more money 
should be forthcoming from the U.
